Charges Brought in Ariz. Rampage 


Police: Messages point 
at assassination plot 
that targeted Giffords 


Tucson, Ariz. 

Federal prosecutors brought charges 
Sunday against the gunman accused 
of attempting to assassinate Rep. 
Gabrielle Giffords of Arizona and 
killing six people at a political event 
in Arizona. 

Jared Loughner, 22, has been iden- 
tified by law enforcement authorities 
as the lone gunman in a Saturday 
rampage outside a Tucson supermar- 
ket that left six dead and 14 wound- 
ed, including Giffords. 

Loughner began shooting indis- 
criminately while people waited to 
talk to the congresswoman, said Mark 
Kimble, a Giffords aide. 

Loughner is accused of killing six 
people, including a federal judge, an 
aide to Giffords and a 9 -year-old girl 
who was born on Sept. 11, 2001. Four- 
teen others were wounded, including 
the three-term Democrat. 

Loughner is charged with two 
counts of murder and three counts 
of attempted murder. He could face 
the death penalty if convicted, and 
officials said he is likely to face addi- 
tional charges. 

He is scheduled to appear Mon- 
day afternoon in U.S. District Court 
in Phoenix. 




Prognosis Uncertain 

Doctors say the bullet traveled the length of the 
left side of Arizona Rep. Gabrielle Giffords’ brain, 
entering the back of the skull and exiting the 
front. Her biggest threat now is brain swelling, 
so surgeons removed half of her skull to give the 
tissues room to expand, doctors said. That bone 
can be reimplanted. There’s no way to predict the 
damage, because neural connections are so indi- 
vidual, but doctors say they are optimistic, (ap) 


A Troubled Past 

_ *, Jared Loughner was 

rejected from enlist- 
ment in the U.S. Army 
because of issues re- 
lated to his history of 
drug use, military of- 
ficials said Sunday. Typically, applicants 
for military service must pass a barrage 
of exams, including an aptitude test, a 
drug screening, a background check and 
a series of medical tests. Loughner has a 
prior drug-related conviction. A military 
official said Loughner failed an aspect of 
the drug inquiry, though it was unclear 
whether it was urinalysis or questioning 
that blocked his entrance, (twp) 



Authorities don’t know Lough- 
ner’s motive but said he targeted 
Giffords. 

Investigators said they carried out 
a search warrant at Loughner’s home 
and seized an envelope from a safe 
with such messages as “I planned 
ahead,” “My assassination” and the 
name “Giffords” next to what appears 
to be the man’s signature. 

In one of several YouTube videos, 
which featured text against a dark 
background, Loughner described 
inventing a new U.S. currency and 
complained about the illiteracy rate 
among people living in Giffords’ 
congressional district in Arizona.

Plane With 106 
People Crashes 
In Iran; 71 Die 

Tehran, Iran 

An Iran Air passenger jet carrying 
106 people crashed as it was mak- 
ing an emergency landing Sunday 
in a snowstorm in the country’s 
northwest and broke into several 
pieces, killing 71 of those on board, 
Iranian media reported. The others 
survived with light injuries. 

The pilots of the Boeing 727, 
operated by Iran’s national airline, 
attempted the emergency landing in 
the city of Orumiyeh after report- 
ing a technical failure to the control 
tower, the semiofficial Mehr news 
agency reported. The nature of the 
technical failure was unclear. 

A spokesman for the Iranian 
civil aviation organization said that 
the plane “faced an incident.” (ap)

I know salespeople — by definition — are supposed to try to sell 
things, but I was still shocked last month when I upgraded to a 
new phone and the guy at Best Buy steered me over to the rack 
of chargers. “Seriously? That doesn’t come with it?" I asked him. 
“Not the one for your car," he replied. 


What made him possibly think I was a car 
owner? I was briefly confused, but then I 
remembered that our society is based on the 
assumption that absolutely everyone has a 
car. That’s how you get horrendous devel- 
opment like out in Tysons Corner, where I 
recently couldn’t figure out how to get into a 
building even after walking around it twice. 
It turned out the only entrance was through 
the parking garage. 


In Washington itself, the greatest monu- 
ment to the problem with this assumption is 
the mostly empty garage under DC USA, the 
Columbia Heights complex that houses Tar- 
get and other big-box stores. It was impossi- 
ble for planners to wrap their heads around 
the idea that folks would be going there on 
foot or by Metro, so they built a whopping- 
ly useless 1,015 parking spaces.

I got a brief taste of that fantasy land — 
where transit riders and car 
owners are treated equally — 
when I rushed into the mater- 
nity ward at Georgetown Uni- 
versity Hospital last week and 
presented myself at the front 
desk. “Do you need your park- 
ing validated?” the attendant 
asked.

There was no need to worry about my 
ride, because the free GUTS bus that connects 
to Metro comes around every 15 minutes. 

If life were like that all the time, I’d never 
have reason to feel marginalized for not own- 
ing a car — though I might still long for a set 
of vanity license plates.

A Call for Civility 

Lawmakers shaken by the attack on Giffords urge 
both parties to tone down ‘toxic’ political rhetoric 

Washington 

The shooting rampage in Arizona 
seems to have created a reset moment 
for confrontational politics, as lawmak- 
ers reflect on the repercussions of the 
overheated rhetoric traded on the air- 
waves and on the campaign trail. 

Members of Congress from both par- 
ties called Sunday for civility over bellig- 
erence as the House temporarily shelved 
the contentious debate over repealing the 
health care law and lawmakers paused 
to contemplate the tragedy. 

Critically wounded Rep. Gabrielle 
Giffords, the apparent target of a lone 
shooter, emerged as a potent and cau- 
tionary symbol of the current political 
climate. Still, there was no clear moti- 
vation for the attack, and some warned 


A Moment of Silence 

President Obama on Sunday called for 
a national moment of silence to be ob- 
served at 11 a.m. Monday and postponed a

against making provocative politicians 
and commentators the culprits in the 
assault. Six died and 14 were wounded 
in the shooting at a Tucson shopping 
center where Giffords was holding a 
gathering with constituents. 

House Speaker John Boehner told 
lawmakers in a conference call Sunday 
to “pull together as an institution.” 

“What is critical is that we stand 
together at this dark time as one body,” 
he said. “We need to rally around our 
wounded colleague, the families of the 
fallen, and the people of Arizona’s 8th 
District. And, frankly, we need to rally 
around each other.” 

Such unifying pauses are usual after 
national tragedies. The Sept. 11, 2001, 
terrorist attack was a coalescing moment 
in the nation that for a time improved

Members of Congress on Sunday 
pledged not to letthe bloodshed in 
Tucson keep them from mingling 
with the public. Even so, some 
said they’ll give extra thought to 
precautions, like a visible police 
presence and more secure locations 
for public events. “I think it needs to 
be a wake-up call for members who 
have treated ... their own personal 
security in a cavalier way," Rep.

Auburn and Oregon are 
playing in the BCS nation- 
al title game Monday, a rea- 
son the matchup has turned 
into a red-hot ticket. 

These are two newcomers 
to the championship scene, 
both with offenses that, almost 
literally, never take a break. 

Auburn has Cam N ewton, the 

Heisman Trophy winner who led the South- 
eastern Conference in rushing, passer effi- 
ciency and scoring. Oregon has LaMichael 
James, the key to an offense that likes to snap 
the ball nine to 11 seconds after the end of the 
previous play, and one that scores a nation- 
high 49.1 points a game. 

“We’re anticipating it being very quick, 
obviously,” Auburn coach Gene Chizik said. 
“But we’re prepared for that.” 

Knowing Oregon will try to push the pace, 
Chizik said he would have a conversation with 
officials urging them to enforce a rule that allows 
the defense time to make substitutions if the 
offense does. Oregon’s Chip Kelly said it won’t 
make a difference, “because we don’t sub.” 


“When we want to play fast, we know 
the rules,” said Kelly, who relies on James, 
who averages 152 yards and almost two 
touchdowns per game for an offense 
that has been held under 37 points 
once all year. 

Oregon’s mission on defense is to 
try to become the first team to stop 
Newton, who has the body of a line- 
backer but the skills of a running back 
and quarterback. 

He averages 108 yards rushing a game, 
completes 67 percent of his passes and has 
accounted for 49 touchdowns — 21 running 
and 28 passing. After he passed for 335 
yards and four touchdowns and ran for 
two more scores in a 56-17 blowout 
of South Carolina in the SEC title 
game, Spurrier, the Gamecocks’ 
coach, said a 60-55 score was a 
possibility in the title game. 

“You have two of the best 
offensive minds in foot- 
ball,” he said, speaking 
of Kelly and Auburn 
offensive coordinator 
Gus Malzahn.

It’s one game. That’s the party line, 
the coaching cliche, and it’s usually 
the truth. But Georgetown’s 65-59 
loss to West Virginia on Saturday 
at Verizon Center felt less like one 
game and more like a referendum 
on this team’s season. 

The Hoyas dropped to 1-3 in 
the Big East, with No. 5 Pittsburgh 
heading to town on Wednesday. If 
they play against the Panthers the 
way they did Satur- 
day, the Hoyas will 
start the Big East sea- 
son 1-4. In a league 
with seven teams 
in the top 25, that’s 
not good, even if all 
16 teams take turns 
beating each other senseless dur- 
ing the conference season. 

“We’re four games into an 
18-game season,” Hoyas Coach John 
Thompson III said. “The bad news 
is we’ve lost three of those games. 
This is the Big East, so no game gets 
any easier. Does that put a height- 
ened sense of urgency on the Pitts- 
burgh game? Absolutely.” 

Thompson is right; there aren’t 
a lot of gimmes on the Big East 
schedule. But Saturday’s match- 
up came close. Both teams came 
into the game 1-2 in the Big East. 
Both teams had beaten only DeP- 
aul in league play. 

But the Hoyas had managed a 
handful of decent nonconference 
wins — Missouri, Memphis, Utah 
State, North Carolina State — en 
route to a 12-3 record and No. 13 
ranking.

Sniff Out 
A Better 
Place to 
Network 

Low-stress settings can 
lead to key connections 

Advancement 

To many people, business cards and resumes 
are essential networking tools. Throw in a 
well-pressed suit or a conversation-starting 
necklace, and you’re on your way to a great 
first impression. But for John Paul Diego and 
his fiancee, Abbi Shelton, the best attire is 
casual — and their must-have extras are a 
leash and a pooper scooper. 

The West End residents and owners of a 
3-year-old border collie mix named Mia have 
formed valuable professional ties — and even 
landed jobs — as a result of getting to know 
the other people who visit their neighbor- 
hood dog parks. 

“Mia is probably the best icebreaker in 
the world,” says Diego, 25, who met the co- 
founder of his philosophy journal, American 
Dialectic, at one of the parks he and Shelton 
visit with Mia. Shelton, 24, found her position 
at Catholic University after that same dog- 
park acquaintance e-mailed her a job listing 
he thought she’d be perfect for. 

“No matter who you are,” Diego says, if

you own a dog in the city, “you go 
to the dog park.” And you “proba- 
bly don’t want to let your dog play 
with a dog [belonging to a person] 
that you don’t know.” That’s why 
he’s become close with many of his 
canine-loving neighbors (and their 
pooches, of course). In the park’s 
let-your-hair-down environment, 
people are more approachable, and 
job -related chitchat often comes 
naturally, he says. 

Pet-friendly gatherings aren’t 
the only creative alternative to uni- 
versity career centers or industry 
association happy hours. Some of 
the unlikeliest places to schmooze 
can be the best settings for forging 
meaningful relationships. 

The yoga studio, for instance, 
is rarely high on career advisers’ 
lists of networking hot spots. Yet, 
like-minded fitness enthusiasts 
often find themselves discussing 
more than their headstands out- 
side of class. At Flow Yoga Cen- 
ter (1450 P St. NW; Flowyogacen- 
ter.com), for instance, socializing 
is almost as popular as the yoga 
instruction itself. 

“People have been known to 
come to our class an hour early 
to hang out in the lounge,” says 
Flow owner Debra Mishalove. She 
describes the studio’s lounge as “a 
very thriving space” that can host 
10 to 15 students at any given time. 
“There’s lots of activity and lots of 
conversations going on.” 

Some of that chatter led to 
new career opportunities. Misha- 
love says she hired people for 
both Web design and teaching 
yoga through contacts she made 
at her studio. 

Caitlin Uzzell and Angela 
Cerkevich met as students at Flow 
about two years ago and formed a 
friendship. Once they discovered 
they shared career interests and 
goals, Uzzell merged her nonprof- 
it Finding Grace with Cerkevich’s 
nonprofit Anahata International. 
Anahata Grace (Anahatagrace. 
org), which they created in March 
2010, aims to bring yoga into under- 
served communities in the Dis- 
trict and post-conflict countries 


abroad. Networking in workout 
wear rather than business attire 
“suits my personality more,” Uzzell 
says. “It’s more casual; there’s a real 
sense of openness and an ability to 
throw ideas out there.” 

Diego and Shelton didn’t expect 
that their new friendships would 
lead to career changes, either. But 
their pup, Mia, has helped with that 


and more: She also showed that 
“there’s no such thing as a bad first 
impression,” Diego says, laughing, 
“because Mia will get very energet- 
ic with other dogs.” 

Shelton adds, “My dog has taught 
me that it’s OK to be social and be 
outside of your comfort zone.” In 
early 2010, Mia introduced her 
owners to Colin Pears, who even- 


tually worked with Diego to found 
American Dialectic (Americandia- 
lectic.org), for which Diego is now 
the managing director. 

Pears also helped Shelton 
find her job as an administrative 
assistant at Catholic University. 
“He knew that I’d been looking 
for a job, and in August he sent 
me the job description,” Shelton 
says. “University listings are not 
something that I would normally 
look at. ... It was amazing that he 
thought of me.” 

Pears, who is the director of the 
Center for Academic Success at 
Catholic University, and the owner 
of an 8-year-old boxer named Ari, 
chalks up the success story to his 
open-minded outlook. “To be per- 
fectly honest, the one secret to 


successful networking is to really 
and truly take an active interest in 
who other people are,” Pears says. 
“When you do that, you find out 
more about who people are and 
what they’re passionate about,” 
which can help you seek out bet- 
ter opportunities for them. 

Still, the dog park is surprisingly 
great for work-related socializing, 
Pears says. “You get a little view of 
people’s souls when you see their 
dogs and their dogs interact.” 

Another unexpectedly con- 
nection-conducive locale is the 
golf course, which often matches 
up strangers to create parties of 
four. Diego says he met D.C. school 
administrators, lawyers and con- 
sultants while working his way 
through 18 holes at the East Poto- 
mac Golf Course (972 Ohio Drive 
SW; Golfdc.com). “You end up 
walking and talking and playing 
a very social game with them for 
two or three hours,” he says. 

For those who can’t fathom 
making small (yet important) talk 
in a golf cart or while clad in span- 
dex, other offbeat options can come 
from pursuing hobbies or recre- 
ational interests. 

Bookworms might meet new 
people while perusing the lat- 
est hardcovers, Pears says. “A lot 
of very helpful connections have 
come from talking with someone 
at a bookstore,” he says. Once, he 
found out about a lecture series 
related to his career from a chat 
with a stranger over literature. 
Another time, he says, he met an 
ROTC student at a Barnes and 
Noble who was anxious about 
what would happen when he was 
called up to serve. Pears put the 
student in touch with his brother, 
who served in Iraq. 

“A large portion of network- 
ing is not to go into it thinking 
about what you can get for your- 
self,” Pears says. “Places where 
you already have something in 
common with others are where 
to start.” 

Then again, you could just 
let your pet do the legwork for 
you. After all, just about every 
person (and fire hydrant) pres- 
ents a new opportunity, right?

are different than those that are 
brought up by an employee who 
says, “This is a friend of mine, 
this is an acquaintance of mine; 
this is my ex-wife’s ex-tennis part- 
ner’s dog walker’s accountant.” 
The ones in the stack that came 
through the application process 
through the computer, 25 percent 
of them have an outright lie on 
them, and as a manager, you don’t 
know which 25 percent. If someone 
hands you a resume, you know that 
resume is very unlikely to have a 


lie on it because you don’t want to 
hand a resume to a friend or even 
a friend of a friend with an out- 
right lie on it. 

How do you find people to talk to? 

You don’t have to have any friends 
in order to have a hidden job mar- 
ket search technique. You can start 
from scratch. You can reach peo- 
ple now, especially with the Inter- 
net and e-mail, and find people 
you have connections with using 
Linkedln, Plaxo and Facebook. 

What do you say? 

You approach them about a specif-

ic opportunity, but you don’t ask 
them about opportunities at their 
firm. You would say, “I’m look- 
ing for a job as a cost accountant. 
Do you know any organizations 
that might be looking for a cost 
accountant?” That’s a profoundly 


different approach than saying, 
“Do you have any opportunities in 
accounting in your firm?” If you ask 
them that, you’re making them say 
no to you, but by asking for advice, 
leads and referrals, you give peo- 
ple a chance to help you. 

You recommend keeping 100 
leads in the air at all times. That’s 
daunting. 

As things fade away, you’re going 
to have to find things to replace 
them. You only need one person to 
say yes to you. So, out of 100, you’ve 
got a pretty good chance that one 
of those people that you’re going 


to approach either knows about or 
has an opening. 

OK, I’ve reached out. Now what? 

A placement can take weeks or 
months. What do you do with all 
that time? You have to occupy men- 
tal space within the recruiter’s head. 
Every 10 days, you have to find a rea- 
son to communicate with them. This 
is where true creativity comes into 
play. Send them a new reference, 
update your resume, send an arti- 
cle out of the paper — anything to 
get your name in front of them and 
remind them that you’re still a can- 
didate.

In his old life, Craig Kennedy 
knew only what he calls “job-site 
Spanish.” As a general contractor 
in Atlanta, he built and renovated 
houses — and needed to know 
the terms for, say, “awl” 
and “dig a hole” to com- 
municate with Hispan- 
ic laborers. 

It was a good life for 
two decades. But when 
the housing market began 
to slide in 2006, Kennedy’s 
career and marriage both felt the 
strain. His last job ended in 2008, 
and he turned to part-time account- 
ing. “It was all humiliating and 
depressing,” he says. 

Open to anything, he filled 
out an online application to take 
the written Foreign Service exam 
(see Careers.state.gov). The appli- 
cation alone took Kennedy about 
20 hours, which is toward the low

end. Applicants must choose one of 
the Foreign Service career tracks: 
consular (issuing visas, evacuating 
Americans, facilitating adoptions, 
fighting fraud), political (analyz- 
ing the host country’s political 
events and negotiating with its 
officials), diplomatic (interpret- 
ing American values and policies 
within the host country), econom- 
ic (working with each government 
on trade, energy, tech and environ- 
mental issues) or management 
(running embassy opera- 
^ tions, from real estate to 
people to budget). 

Rather than test one’s 
knowledge of foreign 
affairs or diplomacy, this 
first exam is mainly about 
English proficiency, including 
essays. “I guess they think if you 
don’t know your own language in 
depth, it’ll be really hard to repre- 
sent your government in another 
one,” Kennedy says. 

You might call this process a 
job application on steroids. Of the 
24,000 who take the written exam 
each year, only 5 percent eventually 
— over nine to 14 months — make 
it into the service and become U.S. 


State Department employees. 

After passing that exam, in 
February 2009, he moved on to 
an all-day oral exam seemingly 
designed to intimidate: A panel of 
officials asked Kennedy “What-if?” 
questions and observed multi-per- 
son exercises involving Kennedy 
and other Foreign Service hope- 
fuls. Here the department was 
looking for 13 “facets” of ability 
and character, from objectivity to 
quantitative analysis. “Who has all 
that?” Kennedy wondered. 

Apparently, he did: Over the 
next several months came a thor- 
ough physical and vetting for a 
security clearance and “suitabili- 
ty.” Foreign Service officers (FSOs) 
handle secure data and can grant 
visas, which is why the State calls 
its people the front line — “we need 
the judgment and fortitude and 
smarts to handle situations of all 
kinds in diverse environments.” 

Kennedy arrived here in Octo- 
ber 2009, one of 90 people assigned 
to the Foreign Service Institute 
(FSI) at Arlington’s George P. Shultz 
National Foreign Affairs Training 
Center to learn another language

— and much more. On his first 
day, he was officially hired by the 
State Department. Then began a 
whirlwind five weeks of govern- 
ment classes; diplomacy and skills 
training; and social events. At 48 , 
Kennedy was one of the older stu- 
dents; FSOs must be younger than 
60 when starting preparation for 
their mission of implementing U.S. 
foreign policy. 

Next came, for him, future 
assignment to Guadalajara, 
Mexico, and seven months of 
Spanish immersion. Everyone 
is assigned a language based on 
State’s needs, rarely on what each 
person might already know. “You 
walk in the bathroom and hear 
Swahili, Chinese, German, Urdu,” 
Kennedy says. Though students 
are asked their preferences, there 
are no promises. “Some countries 
I had no desire to go,” he recalls, 
“but someone else always said, 
Are you kidding? That’s my first 
choice!’ ” 

FSI classes include history and 
culture as well as every aspect of 
a language. What Americans call 
the BP oil spill, he learned, Mexi- 
cans call the black tide. “Raining 
cats and dogs” becomes “raining 
toads and snakes” — but “a frog 
in one’s throat” doesn’t translate, 
he says. 

By the end, the former build- 
er was prepped for a new life in a 
place he’d never been to: Mexico’s 
second-largest city, home of maria- 
chi music and this fall’s Pan Amer- 
ican Games. 

“State is consistently in the top 
10 among large government agen- 
cies in employee satisfaction,” says 
Tracey Jacobson, deputy director of 
FSI. Initial salaries are $50,000 to 
$75,000, and “two-thirds of our 
posts are so-called hardship posts, 
so it’s not about glamour. It’s tre- 
mendously satisfying to serve not 
only your government’s foreign- 
policy interests but your fellow 
citizens. And because you change 
jobs every two to three years, your 
career is predicated on lifelong 
learning.” 

Most FSOs start in consular 


work regardless of what they’ve 
chosen. Kennedy, on the man- 
agement track, spent his first few 
weeks shadowing experienced offi- 
cers before starting to interview 
people and issue visas. “We ask 
questions, look at paperwork, enter 
information and review security 
notes, all in a short time, and half 
of it in Spanish,” he reports. 

“I’m doing 60 to 70 interviews 
each day, although I need to get to 
100 soon,” Kennedy admits. “Some 
days I reject about half my appli- 
cants, other days very few. A visa 
application costs $140, and for 
some of the lower socioeconom- 
ic class, that is one or two weeks’ 
pay. It is a big decision that we take 
seriously.” 

Training at FSI was only a kick 
start. “Our conversations and our 


thinking move fluidly between 
English to Spanish, and back again, 
hundreds of times each day. I find 
myself speaking, and listening, 
without translating or even think- 
ing, more and more,” he says. But 
“as my vocabulary expands rap- 
idly into non-business areas, I’m 
exposed to new ways to embar- 
rass myself.” 

A social life helps: Because the 
FSOs are short-timers, “the group 
of 20 officers is very quick to invite 
everybody over for a football game 
or birthday party.” 

Echoing Jacobson, Kenne- 
dy is enthusiastic: “I have a year 
and 10 months to stumble upon 
the quirky cultural, geographical 
and religious differences here that 
make the world worth exploring.”

Learn negotiation 
tactics via Lessons 
from Jewish tradition

It’s a couple weeks into the new year, 
and already it seems those pledges 
to be a better person and land a bet- 
ter job aren’t as harmonious as you 
thought. On the one hand, you 
wonder why we all can’t just 
get along. On the other, it’s, 

“Out of my way; coming 
through!” But according 
to Jane Shapiro, an expert 
on adult Jewish learning, the 
paths to these ends don’t have 
to be so divergent. 

“Jewish tradition has a lot to say 
about how we exchange, how we 
speak and what we do, and those 
are real things having to do with 
not just getting what you want but 
what it means to be a certain kind 
of human being,” Shapiro says. 

Women in particular already 
have a tough time distinguishing 
assertion from aggression, says 
Wendy Swire, Shapiro’s sister and 
an adjunct professor of negotiation 
at the Johns Hopkins Carey Busi- 
ness School. 

“Women are uncomfortable ask- 
ing [for what they want], she says. 
“They’re uncomfortable: If the per- 




son says no, will they like them?” 

That’s why the sisters are com- 
bining their expertise into a class 
— “Successful Negotiation Strat- 
egies for Women” — with a one- 
two punch: how to be a better 
negotiator and how to do it in a 
way that stays true to your spir- 
itual beliefs. 

THE BASICS: Designed for about 
50 women in their 20s and 
| 30s, the two-hour class 
begins with a lecture 
and moves into case 
studies of effective 
negotiators, including 
some from the Torah — 
Judaism’s sacred text — such 
as how Moses persuaded God to 
continue as leader of the Israel- 
ites after they upset God. 

“It really models how you remind 
someone that there’s an issue here, 
respectfully, but also challenge that 
person to move off whatever emo- 
tion is keeping them fixed,” Sha- 
piro says. 

The crux will be the break-out 
groups in which students will ana- 
lyze their own situations, such as 
what to do when they’re doing their 
part on a committee or team but 
others are slacking. “That’s very 
stressful,” she says. “How do you 
say to somebody, T really need you

to pull your weight and do X’?” 

WHAT YOU’LL LEARN: Fore- 
most in negotiating is realizing 
when you’re doing it, Swire says. 

“You’re always negotiating,” she 
says. “In traffic, to get a space in a 
crowded elevator — it’s one of the 
skills you use all the time.” 


That’s why she’ll teach students 
to recognize their weaknesses, such 
as fear of seeming too pushy, and 
then avoid them using basic nego- 
tiation strategies. One is anchoring, 
or raising the stakes you bring to 
the table. “It’s the reference point 
around which a negotiation will 
revolve,” Swire says. “It might be 
a dollar figure; it might be a pro- 
motion. Women tend to have lower 
anchor points.”

Participants will leave the class 
with two or three hard negotiating 
skills they can use immediately, the 


sisters say. They’ll also understand 
proper preparation techniques 
such as checklists and templates 
that encourage strategizing var- 
ious negotiation angles. 

Shapiro hopes students will also 
learn to draw on spiritual wisdom 
to get ahead. “You can manage that 
negotiation better. You can man- 
age it more artfully,” Shapiro says. 
“Having negotiation skills makes 
you more mindful of who you are 


in that moment and that there’s 
another person there. In thinking 
through the skills, you realize there’s 
a human relationship at work.”

Not all models need a runway. 
Spokesmodels (sometimes called 
promotional models or brand 
ambassadors) are hired to work 
events for companies that want 
to connect with consumers in a 
more personal way. These men and 
women pass out samples, give dem- 
onstrations, answer questions and 
earn some extra cash in the pro- 
cess. You might see them hand- 
ing out free shots of a new 
vodka at a bar, explain- 
ing the inner workings 
of the latest Ford SUV at 
an auto show or talking 
about the distillation pro- 
cess of a recently imported 
scotch at a liquor store. 

Isabella Boehm started working 
as a spokesmodel when she moved 
to D.C. several years ago. Since then, 
she has worked for a wide variety 
of clients, including a drag racing 
company, the Army and Nissan. “I 
didn’t know anybody in town when 
I first arrived, so it was a way for 
me to meet people, make contacts 
and see new places,” she explains. 
“And earning some money on the 
side was nice, too.” 

Models earn between $20 and 
$40 an hour, depending on the type 
of event. Those held at liquor stores 
usually pay at the low end of the 
scale, while events at trade shows 
or high-profile clubs traditionally 
pay the most. No matter where the 
spokesmodels are, though, they are 
expected to be on their best behavior 
and consistently on message. 

“When models do an event, they 
are the face of a brand,” says Erin 
Plewes, owner of D.C.-based event 
marketing company Spring Ahead 
Inc. (Springaheadinc.com). “I want 
someone who’s well spoken, attrac- 
tive, outgoing and is able to commu-

nicate. They have to be comfortable 
talking to people they don’t know 
and can walk into different environ- 
ments and acclimate accordingly.” 

The best way to get going as a 
spokesmodel is to contact local mar- 
keting companies directly to get in 
their Rolodex for future consider- 
ation. “Return calls quickly and be 
flexible,” Plewes advises. “That will 
make people want to hire you again 
and again.” 

Spokesmodels usually receive 
specialized training from the con- 
tractor before every assignment. 
“The bigger the product, the longer 


and more thorough the sessions,” 
Boehm, says If a spokesmodel is 
working on an extended campaign, 
that training might take several 
weeks. However, most jobs require 
just an hour or two of instruction 
before the event begins. The mod- 
els are paid for this time, and any 
specialized clothing required for the 
event — such as a branded T-shirt or 
uniform — is provided, too. 

Whether she’s promoting cars 
or cocktails, it’s easy for Boehm to 
fit this extra work around her full- 
time job, because most of her assign- 
ments don’t start until somewhere 
between 5 p.m. and 7 p.m. Howev- 
er, these evening start times also 
mean that she might not finish up 
until 2 a.m. or 3 a.m. if she’s work- 
ing at a nightclub. “You have to pick 
and choose,” she admits. “I have to 
be at work early and I don’t want to 
interfere with that. It’s fun work, 
but you can’t let it distract you.”

SALARY: As a freelancer, 
Cherkasky’s annual salary fluctuates, 
but she earns $75,000 a year on 
average. Her day rate is about $750.

to get their subjects camera-ready. 
Cherkasky uses a child’s aspirator to 
move gravies and sauces around, a 
jeweler’s torch to brown steaks and 
a clothing steamer to keep bottles 
looking like they just came out of 
the fridge. “A lot of what I do is about 
keeping the food moist," Cherkasky 
reveals. “A wet lemon can make the 
picture." 

WOULD YOU WANT THIS JOB? 

Food stylists need to be nimble and 
attentive. “You can’t be a bull in a 
china shop," Cherkasky says. “If 
you bump something, you’ve ruined 
hours of work." The labor itself can 
incredibly stressful, because stylists 
sometimes spend an entire day trying 
to get a single dish to look just right. 
“You can’t say, This is perfect. I’m 
done,”’ Cherkasky says. “The client 
can pick at it for as long as they want. 
I’ve worked on a single forkful of rice 
for hours." 

HOW SHE GOT THIS JOB: 

Cherkasky started out her career in 
food in the kitchen, as a cook for

a family while she was still in high 
school. She attended the Culinary 
Institute of America in New York 
and went on to work as a chef at 
D.C. at hot spots such as the Tabard 
Inn. Ultimately, she wanted to take 
a break from the restaurant world, 
so she found a job working on Time 
Life Books’ “Healthy Home Cooking" 
series as a recipe developer, which 
required her to do food styling. This 
was a lucky break. “It’s hard to get 
into this field,” Cherkasky admits. 

“No one wants to train you, because 
they don’t want you to take their job. 
There’s a very limited amount of work 
out there, so you don’t want to share 
it." Luckily for Cherkasky, she was 
paired with food photographer Renee 
Comet, and the two developed a 
partnership that exists to this day. 
WEIRDEST ASSIGNMENT: 

Clients sometimes want to 
photograph highly unusual dishes. 
“I've styled muskrat," Cherkasky 
says. “It was for the ‘Smithsonian 
Folklife Cookbook.’ They were hard to 
get, but I finally got them from some 
guy in Baltimore who just happened 
to have some in his freezer." 

HOW YOU CAN GET THIS JOB: 
Since it isn’t possible to get a college 
degree in food styling, the easiest 
way to get started is to take an online 
course. Offered through websites 
such as Photostylingworkshops. 
com and Foodesigns.com, these 
interactive classes help beginners 
learn the basics. For more 
advanced training, Cherkasky 
recommends taking a hands-on, 
in-person workshop taught by an 
established food stylist.
